Nearly three Albertans a week are 
exercising their right to die — a 
number that has surprised Alberta 
health officials. 

]n February 2016. the Supreme 
Court of Canada struck down a fed¬ 
eral prohibition on physiGEin-assisted 
deaths, federal legislation guiding 
mecdcaDy-assisted deaths came into 
effect in June. 

According to Alberta Health Servi¬ 
ces, 71 Albertans have been provided 
with a medically-assisted death since 
it became available —20 of them in 
the Calgary Zone. 

,L At the beginning we were not 
surprised by the numbers A said Dr. 
James Silvias , lead for medical assist¬ 


ance in dying preparedness at Alberta 
Health Services (AHS|. 

“We expected they would taper 
off a bit, but we haven’t seen the 
demand going down and average 
2-3 taking place a week A 

He said the demand has been 
higher than Emdcipated. but consist¬ 
ent with other provinces. 

The most-cited health conditions 
in patients have been cancer, mul¬ 
tiple sclerosis, and amyotrophic lat¬ 
eral sclerosis (ALS). 

“I don't know what I was ex¬ 
pecting in terms of numbers, but 1 
don’t think it's necessarily surpris¬ 
ing,'’ said Bradley Peter, director of 
Dying with Dignity Canada. 

He said it’s more important that 
the legislation is working as it should. 

“I think we need to be collecting 
really rigorous data to understand if 
we're missing an important group 
of the population who wants access 
to this, but is continually denied.” 
Peter said.

Landon Smith, IS, is recover¬ 
ing at the University of Alberta 
Hospital after he jumped into a 
foam pit at Jump Park Trampo¬ 
line in Sherwood Park over the 
weekend, according to Smith's 
brother, Jordan. 

Jordan said Tuesday Landon 
suffered damage to his spinal 
cord and ligaments in his neck. 

"He's got movement in his up¬ 
per body, but it's not as strong as 
it was/ he said. “He's got feeling 
in his feet and on Monday he 
wiggled his toe. To an average 
person, that's not crazy, but right 
now it's pretty big." 

On its Pace book page, Jump 


Park Trampoline confirmed Mon¬ 
day night that an 18-year-oid was 
injured in its foam pit. 

“We are in contact with his 
family and offering any support 
we can." Jump Park Trampo¬ 
line staff wrote, “The guest was 
conscious and communicating 
and, as per our safety protocol, 
an ambulance was called im¬ 
mediately." 

Jump Park said its foam pit 
conforms to "industry standard"' 
— it has 3.5 feet of foam blocks 
resting on top of a trampoline, 
which is ran top of more blocks of 
foam. Concrete is at the bottom. 

The park added a team of pro¬ 
fessionals inspected all parts of 
the foam pit and found “no de¬ 
fects with the equipment/ 

But Jordan said he feels Jump 
Park hasn't dealt with the situa¬ 
tion well, adding a human re¬ 
sources representative called 
Landon's cellphone while he 
was in surgery. 

He said London's mom picked 
up the phone. 

“It’s frustrating to see die way 
they're handling it/ he said. “For 
them to say they're providing 


support, when it was just the HK

Hotel association 
slams Airbnb

The Alberta Hotel and Lodging 
Association (AH LA) is tailing 
for home-sharing regulations, 
claiming services like Airbnb 
are getting a free ride as they 
explode in popularity. 

The association's president 
and CEO, Dave Kaiser, said the 
hotel industry's tourism levy 
— a four-per cent charge on 
every hotel stay — is part of 
what brings travellers to the 
province in the first place, by 
funding Travel Alberta and tour¬ 
ism development. 

"We've got, potentially, what 
we call a free-rider issue, where 
we've got a segment of the in- 
dustLy that's getting the bene¬ 
fit of that but not participat¬ 
ing in the investment at all," 
Kaiser said. 

The AHLA is asking the prov¬ 
ince for rules that would level 
the playing field between hotels 
and online home-sharing servi¬ 
ces, which let anyone rent out 
a Jiving space and set the cost. 

Kaiser's primary concern is 
with commercial operators who 
list their places year-round or 
buy up several units with the 
express purpose of listing them 
on sites like Airbnb —-without 
being subject to the same licens¬ 
ing. insurance and health-and- 
safety regulations as hotels. 

“This thing is moving expo¬ 
nentially. So the time to try to 
work out a framework should 
be now," he said. 

Alberta's Culture and Tour¬ 
ism Minister Ricardo Miranda 


said in an emailed statement 
that the province is working 
with tourism industry stake¬ 
holders, but he did not specific¬ 
ally promise regulations. 

"In order to continue to at¬ 
tract travellers to the province, 
we need to improve accommo¬ 
dation offerings to be relevant 
to the technology, address the 
evoking needs of an increased 
number of international and 
millennial travellers, and en¬ 
sure we can continue to support 
and grow our tourism industry," 
he wrote.

Amber Athwal celebrated her 
fifth birthday this week at home 
dressed as Elsa from Frozen, with 
a bit of cake being some of the 
first solid food she's had since a 
routine dentist visit four months 
ago left her with brain damage.

was told was a routine dental 
procedure. But at some point 
the girl stopped breathing and 
was rushed to hospital, where 
she's been ever since.

Yoga teacher Joey l.undgTeen, 35, 
smhes warmly at students. People chat 
casually before class with their neigh¬ 
bours. as they take turns breathing 
from the vaporizer, The atmosphere 
here is warm, open and connected. 

With his lion-like mane and fully 
embodied voice, Lundgreen leads the 
class through a series of breathing 
exercises. 

41 When 1 started this practice, (it) 
was a very helpful effect for me be¬ 
cause my body was kinda very stuck 
and not very strong or capable, and 
this has been true for many of our 
students too. For this reason it 's some¬ 
times called 'Ganja Yoga, the gateway 
drug to fitness,'" said Lundgreen, 

The drug helps people relax and 
open up, says studio owner Lucelene 
Pane ini.

The dynamic blond woman — 
a former Brazilian champion of judo 
and jiu-jitsu — opened Ganja Yoga on 
Bloor Street West in Toronto in 2011, 
and has seen the number of students 
grow steadily over the years. 

“It’s beautiful to work with ganja 
but 1 tell people you have to be re¬ 


sponsible too. A lot of people come 
here who have never smoked, or done 
yoga before. Anxiety or paranoia can 
come, so J provide a safe space, so 
people can look and say 'Lu is here 
for me, 1 " said PancinL 

The studio uses an energizing strain 
of cannabis called Sativa at the begin¬ 
ning of the class and the more relax¬ 
ing, meditative Indicu before going 
into the final resting state, Sava Sa¬ 
na. Tor legal reasons, the studio asks 
participants to contribute their own 
cannabis for the practice but shares 
the vaporizer. 

"Breathing becomes slower and 
deeper and muscles let go. so for sure 
you can go much further into the 
posessaid Pancint, who has been 
teaching yoga for 12 years.

Ganja yoga studios have existed 
for some years now in major centres 
like Toronto, Montreal and Vancouver 
With the impending legalization of 
weed, and more and more dispens¬ 
aries popping up, perhaps w r e will see 
an increase in such studios. 

"One of the things we're doing is 
taking the stigma out of it a bit, and 
formally bringing it into practice of 
yoga. It makes for a beauti fi.il. very 
friendly community environment 
compared to the often beautiful but 
somewhat sterile usual yo^t studios." 
said Lundgreen, 

Although the idea of pairing weed 
and yoga may seem cutting edge or 
a la mode, the practice goes back 
centuries. 

Hindu deity Lord Shiva is said to 
have introduced cannabis to the people 
as a medicinal and spiritual aid, and 
the Vedas (sacred Hindu texts dat¬ 
ing from 1200 BCt) record Indian 
holy men pairing yoga with cannabis 
preparations to connect to the divine. 

Although the use of the plant did 
not become stigmatized in India 
until the 1960s when the govern¬ 
ment damped down on it after an 
international conference, the use of 
bhang (a milkshake-like drink made 
with ground cannabis) is permitted 
in India during celebrations. 

,L I see it as a beautiful sacrament 
that can take you to another level 
— spiritually, physically — at least a 
little bit faster," said Pancini.

tor 20117, what's newest about 
the MDX is what you see. There 
are some packaging changes and 
some added content, but for the 
most part, the new styling is the 
biggest change here. 

Some of the visual additions 
include the diamond pentagon 
giille. restyled jewel eye head¬ 
lights and a fresh front bumper. 
Ill let you decide if it's good look¬ 
ing or not, but one thing seems 
certain: the exterior redesign was 
extensive, but the changes on 
the inside, not so much. 

Moving inside the MDX, you 
would be hard pressed to name 
it as a new model, though that 
doesn't necessarilv mean it’s a 
bad cabin, f irst the positives. The 
Olive Ash Burl wood fund in our 
fully loaded model is gorgeous, 
ns is the leather that wraps the 
comfortable seats. It feels espe¬ 
cially nice on the steering wheel, 
offering a supple tactile feel. 

To look at, the interior includ¬ 
ing its dual-screen centre stack 
is quite nice to look at, though 


the esthetics of die infotainment 
are let down by the operation. 
Thankfully Acura hasn't done 
away with the volume knob like 
Honda has in its products, but 
still, this infotainment system is 
not all that intuitive. 

Slightly thicker sway bars on 
this SH-AWD model help in part 
to provide excellent body control 
in this 1,946-kflqgram crossover, 
T he MDX handles comers fairly 
flat, with handling that feels 
slightly tighter than its competi¬ 
tors. Some of that can also be 
chalked up to the SH-AWD sys¬ 
tem. which can send different 
amounts of torque to individual 
wheels to help the MDX rotate 
and stay nimble.

Mitsubishi to focus on selling more crossovers, SUVs

Mitsubishi has been struggling 
in Horth America for more than 
a decade. 

Despite its continued hard¬ 
ship, surrender is simply not an 
option. According to Don Swear¬ 
ingen. executive vice-president 
and chief operating officer of Mit¬ 
subishi Motors North America, 
pulling out of the market like, 
say, Isuzu or Suzuki " was never 
something we considered," not 
even during the darkest days 


of the Great Recession of 2008. 

“We had to get very lean, don't 
get me wrong,* Swearingen ex¬ 
plained, and the brand's outdated 
Imeup attests to a long-term lack 
of investment dollars, 'filings are 
different today, however, even if 
it doesn’t look like it from the 
outside. 

Swearingen said fleet sales 
are capped at just 10 percent of 
overall volume, the company is 
focused on profitability by not 
offering vehicles in the U S. it 
can't nuke money on. and it is 
on track to deliver 100,000 units 
in its hitest fiscal year, which 


ends in March, for all of 2016, it 
sold more than 96,000 vehicles 
in t he U.S. 

More importantly than all of 
this, two years ago. Mitsubishi's 
North American arm started 
making money once again. Ditto 
for its 360 U.S. dealerships, which 
are raking in the highest profits 
they have since 2002. 

Going forward, Swearingen 
said crossovers will be the seg¬ 
ment Mitsubishi focuses on, as 
drivers just can't get enough 
car-based utility vehicles. Today, 
65 per cent of Mitsubishi’s U.S. 
sales aieCUVs, with its Outkinder 


Sport leading the charge.

Audi has filed a patent 
with the United States Pat¬ 
ent and Trademark Office 
(USPrO) for a movable 
spoiler. Audi has designed 
this new system to improve 
aerodynamics on SUVs by 
eliminating "flow separa¬ 
tion," a disturbance in air¬ 
flow that increases drag 
which usually takes place 
about half way down the 
rear window. To fight this, 
the movable spoiler will 
lower at speeds over 80 
km/h to the right height to 
combat this added drag. 
This allows the vehicle to 
keep its styling when trav¬ 
elling at tow speeds, when 
the aerodynamic forces on 
the vehicle are negligible, 
and combat added drag 
once speed picks up.
